WAHINGTON, May 2.—Bids were 
opened at the Navy Department today 
for furnishing about six thousand tons 
of Harveyized nickel-steel armor for 
the battleships Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky. The bidders were the Carnegie 
and. Bethlehem Steel Companies of 
Pennsylvania. The aggregate of bids 


were, for the Kearsarge, Carn egie, $1,- 
568,162.50; Bethlehem, $1,573,390; for the 
Kentucky, Bethlehem works, $1,569,750; 


Carnegie, $1,572,477.50. The Bethlehem 
Company was the lowest bidder for the 
Kentucky and the Carnegie Company 
for the Kearsarge armor.

OLD CHILE-BOLIVIA DISPUTE 
IS REALLY SETTLED.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—A cable 
gram received here by the Chilean Min-

latter country became bound to sup- 
port her ally in case of attack by an-

power. Without. waiting for 


further developments Chile at once in- 
cluded Bolivia in the declaration of 
war she had made against Peru, and 
the belligerency ran along for years. 
In 1883 active hostilities between Chile 


and 


Bolivia were suspended by the 


signature of a truce between them. .A

later Chile signed a treaty of 
with Peru, but up to the present 


time no such treaty had been made as 


between Chile and Bolivia, so that the 


two countries were constructively in a 


condition of armed truce. 


Before the 


outbreak of the war, Bolivia was pos- 
‘sessed of three ports on the Pacific 


Ocean, located on a strip separating’ 


Chile and Peru. These ports were Auto- 
fogasta, Cabaja and Majinolles, and at 
the close of the war they remained in 


the possession of Chile.

required to make the nomination, 
Maj. McKinley has today the support 


already elected. One hundred and for- 
ty-eight delegates are yet to be chosen, . 
and of the 770 elected 50 are appar- ’ 
ently committed to no particular can- 
didate. It is reasonable to suppose that 
of 198 delegates uncommitted, orm mot 
vet chosen, Maj. McKinley will get at 
least one-half, and there are conse- 
quently well-informed observers who 
now believe that the Ohio candidate 
will enter the approaching convention 
at St. Louis with not less than from 
525 to 550 votes behind him. 
Conventions were held in four States 
and one Territory during the week just 
ended, and sixty-four additional dele- 
gates to St. Louis were chosen. Fifty- 
three of them were captured by Maj. 
McKinley, whose friends scored a suc- 


litical victories. 


California Delegates Practically a 
Unit for the People’s Candidate. — 
SACRAMENTO, May 2.—There was 

an enthusiastic meeting of the McKin- 
ley League tonight, at which it was 
shown that the Ohio man’s friends heve 
practically captured OT in 
sight. 

Secretary Thorpe gave figures to 
show that he had heard from 318 dele- 
gates who are to participate in next 
week’s convention, and that out of this 
number 276 were for McKinley. These 
did not represent the delegates from 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Secretary Thorpe had private advices 
from the latter place indicating that the 
delegates from there would insist upon 
sending a McKinley delegation to St. 
Louis. 

HOW THE WEST STANDS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 2.—The E. 
aminer tomorrow will say: 

“A careful inquiry has been completed 
by this paper as to the way in which 
the Pacific States will vote at the Re- 
publican National Convention to be held 
at St. Louis. The canvass shows that 
William McKinley is by long odds the 
favorite candidate for the Presidential 
nomination, and will receive most of the 
votes of the far Western States and 
Territories. Indeed, other candidates 
are not seriously mentioned by the prac- 
tical politicians or the conventions or 
the electors in general. The only break 
comes on the silver question. In this 
regard some delegates may throw their 
strength to a radical free-coinage can- 
didate, should he appear. but as be- 
tween McKinley and any other ot the 
men now in the fight, the Ohioan will 
be preferred. The roll-call may fairly 
be arranged as follows: 

“Arizona—Six delegates; regular del- 
egation for McKinley; contesting (ele- 
gation divided. 

“California—Eighteen delegates; cer- 
tainly for McKinley. 

“Colorado—Eight delegates; doubt- 
ful, because of the silver question. 

“Tdaho—Six delegates; doubtful, one 
faction for McKinley, another demand- 
ing a radical free-coinage candidate. 

“Oregon—Six delegates; for McKin- 
ley, as between him and any other can- 
didate thus far named. 

“Nevada—Six delegates; for McKin- 
ley, as between him and any other can- 
didate thus far named. 

“New Mexico—Six delegates; 
tainly four votes for McKinley. 

“Utah—Six delegates;. prefers MoKin- 
ley to any other candidate yet named, 
but stands for free silver. 

-“Washington—Eight delegates;

NEW YORK, May 2.—The Herald's 

London special says that the under- 

excitement and resentment 
against the German Emperor is very 
much Uke the feeling which existed in 
France in 1870 against Bismarck. Mak- 
ing due allowance for the difference of 
national temper, the insults one hears 
daily hurled at the German Emperor 
surpass ten-fold anything read in 
print. The correspondent says: 

“One can get an idea how deep the 
feeling is when you note, now even, 
men in the responsible positions of 
ministers of state constantly harp on 
the string that they will tolerate no 
foreign interference at any cost. It is 
France and the candidate of the Ho- 
henzollern Prince in Spain over again, 
and I fear the same blindness with re- 
gard to the real state of affairs. 

“Yesterday the permanent secretary 
of an embassador told your correspond- 
ent that the English will achieve what 
has heen deemed impossible—the recon- 
cillation of France and Germany—and 
this at their own expense. One day it 
is ‘the treachery of Russia,’ next ‘the in- 
trigues of Germany,’ then ‘the machin- 
ation of the Boers,’ and lastly, ‘the 
wickedness of the Turks.’

The woes of Committee on Per- 
manent Organisati was received and 
adopted by the convention. The order 
of business recommended in the report 
was, first, reading and adoption of 
committee reports; second, the election 
of delegates to the State and Congrés- 
sional conventions, the delegates to be 
named by each ward represented, and 
third, the collection of 25 cents from 
each delegate to defray the convention 
expenses, 

Chairman Fleming of the Committee 
on Resolutions then presented as the 
first resolution recommended for adop- 
tion by his committee, resolutions 
voring the renomination of James Mc- 
Lachlan as Congressman. 

As tbe second resolution recom- 
mended for adoption, the committee 
presented the following: 

„Resolved. that we consider the non- 
sectarian free public school the bulwark 
of American institutions, and we favor 
the compulsory attendance of children 
in our public schools, and the teaching 
therein of true patriotic sentiments 
and the fundamental principles under- 
lying this government, as well as the 
evil effects ot spirituous liquors on the 
human system. 

Resolved, that we condemn the sup- 
port out of the public funds of the pub- 
lic treasury of nation and State by di- 
rect appropriation, or by contract, of 
any sectarian school, reformatory or 
other institution not owned and con- 
trolled by public authority. And be it 


further 
“Resolved, that our delegates to the 
State and Congress convention be 


pledged to these principles, and that 
they be instructed not to vote for or 
support any delegate to the national 
convention or candidate for Congress 
who will not pledge himself to work for 
the incorporation of these principles in 
the national platform to be ed at 
St. Louis, and for their enactment in 
the halls of Congress. 

“Resolved, that this assembly of. Re- 
publicans demand the enactment of 
such legislation as shall prevent the in- 
discriminate immigration to this coun- 
try from foreign shores of a vicious and 
criminal class of laborers, of paupers, 
and anarchists, and that we exact of 
our representatives in Congress a 
pledge that they will do everything in 
their power to cause such legislation 
and enactments as will restrict this 
class of emigrants. 

“Resolved, that we demand a change 
of the naturalization laws by the repeal 
of the act authorizing the .naturaliza- 
tion of minors without a previous dec- 
laration of intention, and by providing 
that no aliens shall be naturalized or 
permitted to vote In any State in the 
Union who cannot speak the language 
of the land and who cannot prove seven 
years’ continuous residence in this 
country from the date of his declara- 
tion of intention.” 

The chairman of the committee, after 
finishing the reading of the-resolutions, 
announced that in preparing a resolu- 
tion with respect to the attitude of the 
convention regarding a Presidential 
candidate an agreement could not be 
had, as the men from the Fourth and 
Fifth wards had been instructed to vote 
for McKinley, and those from. the Sixth 
and Seventh were left uninstructed. 
Hence two resolutions had been pre- 
pared by the factions represented on 
the committee. The first of these, from 
the Fourth and Fifth ward members 
read as follows: 

“Resolved, that the thirteen delegates 
selected by this Seventy-Fourth As- 
sembly District Convention to attend 
the Sixth Congress District and State 
Republican conventions to be held at 
Sacramento on May 5, 1896, be and are 
hereby instructed to vote for such 
district délegates and delegates from 
the State at to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention to be 
held at St. Louis on June 16, 
1896, as shall pledge themselves to 
vote for the nomination of William Mc- 
Kinley of Ohio as the Republican can- 
didate for President.” 

The report of the resolution emanat- 
ing from the Sixth and Seventh ward 
delegates was worded as follows: 
“Owing to the fact that the Sixth and 
Seventh ward delegates passed a reso- 
lution in caucus to send their dedegates 
to Sacramento unpledged, we beg to 
a herewith the following resolu- 

on: 
“Be it resolved that the delegates se- 
lected by the Seventy-fourth District 
convention to.the State convention, to 
be held May 5, 1896, at Sacramento, he 
sent to said convention free and un- 
trammeled. 

“Resolved, that this convention here- 
with indorses William McKinley for the 
Republican nomination for President.” 

The first two of this series of resolu- 
tions, relating to Congressman McLach

A bitter struggle ensued 
vention, over the adoption of the Me- 
Kinley resolutions.

LARGE SHIPMENTS OF GOLD.

Strange 


Lack of Precautlon— What a Gang of Bold Adventurers Might Ac- 
complish—Millions Beneath the Head Waiter’s Feet—Specie-rooms 

that Might Be Cracked“ by an Expert in Five Minutes—The 
Captain is Held Responsible for Gold Shipments. 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 


Billions of dollars in gold are annu- 
ally shipped across the Atlantic. It is 
known to everybody; no attempt is ever 
made to conceal either the fact, or the 
names of the ships which carry the 
precious burden. 

On the contrary, whenever. a large 
shipment of gold is to be sent to our 
English cousins, every paper in opr 
principal cities ascertains the exact 
amount a day or two in advance and 
publishes the news to the world. When 
a large amount of gold is to be shipped 
from San Franc to New York the 
greatest secrecy 
has reached its destination. No such 
sums are ever brought overland at one 
and the same time as are sent across 
the seas, and yet men risk their own 
-lives and deliberately sacrifice those of 


carry this golden treasure; and there 
is not a treasure train running in the 
country that is not more carefully 
fitted up with a view to disappointing 
train-robbers than the fastest Atlantic 


| liner afloat. 


In fact, to any one who has paid a 
visit to the specie rooms of one of our 
modern ocean greyhounds, and seen the 
insecurity of the same, it seems almost 
surprising that there has not come out 
of the West some enterprising gentle- 
man of the Capt. Kidd type, who, in- 
stead of holding up express trains for 
comparatively. paltry sums, would 
equip a steam yacht with Maxim and 
other rapid-firing guns, and make a 
business of holding up transatlantic 
liners. After breaking open the specie- 
room a few times, he might regale 
himself with enough American gold to 
allow him to pose as a second Count of 
Monte Cristo for the remainder of his 
life. But this, in the whole history of 


strange as it may seem, not a single 
gold coin or brick has ever been lost 
from a specie-room on a steamship in 
transit between the eastern and west- 
ern hemispheres, except by. wreck or 
collision. 

There are in reality but few steam- 
ships afloat today which are provided 
with specie rooms that so much am de- 
serve the name of “strong rooms,” to 
say nothing of vaults, and among the

and the of time it would take a 
| rofessional bank burglar to open one. 
would consume about five minutes of 
“Old Bill” Vosburge’s time, with 
trusty kit of safe-cracking tools, to get 
into the strongest specie-room on board 
of our transatlantic steamers; for, in 
truth, they are but little stronger than 
those in which the delicacies in charge 
of the head steward are stored. 
Until about a decade ago all specie- 


generally the surface of a bulkhead, or 
one of the solid iron partitions which 
separate the hulls of all modern steam- 
ships into water tight compartments, 
for the sake of safety. The Fuerst Bis- 
marck, of the Hamburg line, is about 
the only vessel whose specie-room is 
located within its mailroom, that can 
make any valid claim to security so far 


Jas this is dependent on steel walls and 


bolts and bars. The mailroom on this 
vessel is located abaft of the after 
hatchway, pretty well to the stern of 
the vessel, under the intermediate sa- 
loon. The specie-room is of steel and 
the door is well secured, while the mail- 
room itself is stronger than usual. ‘The 
heavy steel door of the latter opens 
directly into the after hatchway, and 
the gold, which ts invariably shipped in 
boxes fifteen inches long by twelve 
inches wide and ten. inches deep, is 
lowered by means of a block and fall, 
upon the end of which is a common 
sling, which as it reaches the door of 
the mailroom, is quickly pulled inside 
and emptied of its precious burden; 
then it returns for another box, while 
the former one is stored away within 
the strong room in ship-shape fashion. 
Every one of these boxes contains 
from $35,000 to $40,000, and Is sealed 
with lead and wire, so that it cannot 
tampered with without detection. 
Bach box is about as much as one 
brewny longshoreman or truckman 
can carry, so there is little or no dan. 
ger of any one man’s trying to run off 
with one.. The boxes are invariably 
set up on end, so as not to mar the 
seal, and for the same reason a can- 
vas sack is used in lowering them into 
the mailrooms. The keys of the mail 
and specie-roonfs are not in charge of 
the purser, as he is only the custodian 
of the valuables belonging to the 
steamship company. They are deliv- 
ered to the captain, who has personal 
charge of them during the voyage, and 


is responsible for thelr safe-keeping.

The specie and mailrooms on board 
the Laicania and Campania, of the Cu- 
nard line, are entirely separate, the 
former being located amidships on the 
lower deck, under the grand saloon, 
while the mailroom is in the extreme 
stern of the vessel on the same deck. 
The writer, by special permission, re- 
cently visited the gold _ repository 
aboard the Lucania, which holds the 
record for quick passages at present. 
The location of the entrance was much 
of a surprise. 

The guide, who was one of the offi- 


cers, after procuring the keys from the 


captain’s cabin, led the way—not down 
into the bowels of the big hull where 
the freight is stored, but into the grand 
saloon, with its magnificent fittings 
and its stained glass skylight many 
feet above. Pausing befere the elab- 
orate side-board at the ad of the 
central table, laden with its sparkling 
array of cut-glass ware, the officer 
stooped and seizing the corner of a 
costly Persian rug gave a tug that 
tore it from its temporary fastenings, 
while a waiter did the same to the op- 
posite corner. As the rug was thrown 
back the bare deck planking was dis- 
closed; and there, directly under the 
spot where the head-waiter dispenses 

ch wines during the voyage was a 
trap door about three feet wide and 
four. long, swung on stout T hinges, 
while on the other edge was a big ring 
sunken into its socket. Fitting a key 
which was no longer than one used 
on.an ordinary door into the keyhole, 
he threw back the bolt, and with the 
assistance of the waiter raised the trap, 
which ‘was of oak heavily armored with 
iron, on the inside.

SELDOM EAT MEAT. 


Nations That Refuse the Flesh of 


Animals 

(Westminster Review:) We never 
seem to realize that a large proportion 
of the inhabitants of this country are 
practically vegetarians at the present 
moment. It is true that they are com- 
pulsory so, but the fact remains. How 
much meat can an agricultural larorer’s 
family have out of a wage of 15 shi- 
Uings a week? If a small quantity of 
salt pork be occasionally eaten, it is 
of value chiefly as a respiratory food. 
Yet our laborers, who have subsisted on 
this diet for generations, are strong. In 
other European countries this peas- 
antry are still more evidently vegeta- 
rian for all practical purposes. Even in 
Russia,. according to Prince Krapot- 
kin, the peasant gets only corn, and 
not enough of that sometimes. Yet the 
Russian peasant is not wanting in 
vigor. The evidence is the same as we 
glance at the non-European races. 

The hardy Arab or Soudanese, is sat- 
isfiéd with dates; the Zulu with ‘‘meal- 
ies,” the Hindu with grains and pulse.

An Incident from the Adventurous Career of the Founder of the Now 
Famous Mining Camp of Creede- With a Handful of Indian Scouts 
Off a Band of Yanktons Bent on Mis 
chief—A Lively Skirmish. 


Creede’s arrival at the Pawnee Indian 
Reservation on the Loop fork of the 
Platte River marked an era in his 
eventful life. He began at this place 
a period of seven years’ Indian fighting 
and scouting, which made him known 
in the valley of the Platte, and gave 
him a fame which would have been 
world-wide had he, like later border 
celebrities, sought for notoriety in 
print and courted the favor of writers 
of yellow-covered literature. 

At that time the Union Pacific Rail- 
way was in course of construction and 
hostile Indians continually harassed 
the workers and did all in their power 
to retard the progress of the work.

The second day af 
ter the hunting party left, the section 
men from the west came, into Wood 
River Station on their hand-car, and 
excitedly reported that a band of about 
fifty Sioux had crossed the track near 
them, headed south.

United States cavalry troops were put 
into the field to protect the working 
corps, and workmen themselves were 
provided with arms for their own de- 
fense. The Pawnee Indians were lying 
quietly on their reservation, at peace 
with the whites, never going forth ex- 
cept on periodical buffalo hunts, or on 
the warpath against their hereditary 
enemies, the Sioux.

8, conceived 
awnees would prove valuable allies 
to the regular troops in battling with 
the hostile Sioux, and with but little 
difficulty secured governmental author- 
ity to enlist two or three companies and 
officer them with whites of his own 
choosing. One of the very first men he 
hit upon was Creede, whom he made a 
first lieutenant of one of the com- 
panies. The captain of Creede’s com- 
pany: was a very sensible man, who 
preferred the quiet of the camp and 
the government barber to the prairie 
wilds and the irate red man. 
With Creede it was different. He was 


young and ambitious, and having been 


brought up by the firm hand of a step- 
father, peace troubled his mind. Noth- 
ing pleased him more than to have the 
captain herd the horses while he went 
out witer his hand-painted Pawnees to 
chase the frescoed Sioux. He set to 
work assiduously to learn the language 
of the Pawnees and soon mastered it. 
By his recklessness in battle and re- 
markable bravery in every time of dan- 
ger, he gained the admiration and con- 
fidence of the savage men, who followed 
fearlessly where their leader led. It 
stands as a prominent page in the his- 
tory of Indian warfare in the West, that, 
during their many years service, the 
Pawnee scouts were never defeated in 
battle. The intrepid, dashing spirit of 
their white leaders inspired their sav- 
age natures with confidence in their 
Own powers which seemed to render 

aj. North was himself a brave, en- 
ergetic officer. fearless in battle and 
skilled in Indian cfaft, and not a few 
of his appointments proved to be valu- 
able ones froh a fighting standpoin 
Because he was always with the 
sharing their danger and leading fear- 
lessly when the fight was fierce, the 
red scouts came to regard Creede as 
the great “war chief;” and never did 
they falter a moment when they were 
needed by the government. It was a 
comparatively easy road to fame with 
so brave a band of warriors, and the at- 


.tendant danger only served to appease 


the leader’s appetitie for adventures. 

The notable incidents in Creede’s ca- 
reer during his seven years’ service as 
a scout would fill many volumes, but a 
few can be touched upon; just enough 
to exhibit his fearless nature and his 
often reckless daring in the face of 
danger. 

Shortly after the discovery of Creede 
Camp the writer met with a gentleman 
who had served on the plains with 
Creede, and he told some interesting 
stories. We became very well ac- 
quainted, and my interest in the hun- 
ter, scout, prospector and miner, in- 
creased with every new tale told by his 
companion on the plains. Those who 
know Creede are aware of his inborn 
modesty, and of the reticence he mani- 
fests when questioned about his own 
pensonal experiences. Hence, the writer 
as well as the reader must rely chiefly 
upon the stories told by his old com- 
rade, the first of which was this: 

During the summer of 68. a large 


party of Pawnee Indians, men and 


Loop Fork for a buffalo hunt in the 
country lying between the Platte and 
Republican rivers. These semi-annual 
hunts were events of great interest to 
the tribe, for by them they not only 
secured supplies of meat, but also large 
numbers of robes, which were tanned 
by the squaws and disposed of to trad- 
ers for flour and groceries, and for 
anv other goods which might strike the 
Indian fancy. 

At this time the Pawnee scouts were 
lying in camp on Wood River, about a 
mile from the Union Pacific Railroad 
station of that name. The hostile In- 
diane had for some weeks made no ag- 
gressive demonstration, and our duties 
were scarcely sufficient to edge up the 
dull monotony of camp life. Once a 
week about half of the company would 
be sent on a scout to the west along 
the railway, two days’ march, four 
days of the week being consumed by 
these expeditions. 

Half of the company had gone on 
this weekly scout, leaving but one 
white officer in camp, Lieut. Creede. 
He had, if I recollect aright, but eight-

Crossing the wide stream with all 
possible haste, the game little ponies, 
struggling with the treacherous quick- 
sand for which that historic river is 
noted, the scouts struck the trail oa 
the opposite bank and pushed rapidiy 
forward. Although ,they knew that 
the Sioux outnumbered them three to 
one, the Pawnees were eager for the 
fray—an eagerness shared in by their 
intrepid’ commander. Chanting their 
war songs, their keen eyes scanning 
the country ahead from the summit of 
each sand-hill, they pushed onward 
with the remorseless persistence of 
blood hounds up the trail of fleeing 
fugitives. 

About three miles from the river, on 
reaching the top of a sandhill, the en- 
emy was discovered a mile ahead, mov- 
ing carelessly along, oblivious of the 
fact that they were being pursued. Con- 
cealed by the crest of the hill, the Paw- 
nees halted to view the situation, and 
Lieut. Creede covered the hostiles with 
his field glass. An imprecation came 
from his lips, as he studied the scene in 
front, and, crying out a sentence in the 
Pawnee tongue, his warriors crowded 
about him. His experienced eye had 
shown him that they were Yankton 
Sioux: then at peace with the whites. 
He took in the situation in a moment. 
They had learned of the departure of 
the Pawnee village on a buffalo hunt, 
and were after them to stampede and 
capture their horses, kill all of their 
hated enemy they could, and escape 
back to their reservation. 7 

All this he told to his warriors, and 
the fleld-glass in the hands of various 
members of the party corroborated the 
act that, as United States scouts, they 
had no right to molest the Yankton 
bands. The impetuous warriors chafed 
like caged lions, and demanded in 
orous terms that the chase be resum 
One cool-headed old man, a chief of 
some importance to the tribe, addressed 
Lieut. Creede substantially as follows: 

“Father, you are a white man, an 
officer-under the great war chief at 


Washington, and you would rouse his 


anger by battling with Indians not at 
war with him and his soldiers. We are 
Pawnee Indians, and the men yonder 
are our hated foes. They go to attack 
our people, to kill our fathers, sons, 
brothers, the squaws and children, and 
steal their horses. It is our duty to pro- 
tect our people. It is not your duty to 
help us. Go back, father, to our camp, 
and we, not as soldiers, but as Indians, 
will push on to the defense of our peo- 
ple. Listen to the words of wisdom 
and go back.” 

The situation was a trying one. The 
lieutenant well knew that if he led 
scouts against the Yanktons he wou 
have to face serious trouble at Wash 
ington, and meet with severe censure 
from Gen. Atgur, then commanding the 
Department of the Platte. He realized 
that his official position would be en 
dangered, and that he might even sub-. 
ject himself to arrest and trial in the 
United States courts for his action. 
For some moments he stood with his 
eyes bent upon the ground in deep re- 
flection, the Indians eying him keenly 
and almost breathlessly awaiting his 
reply. It was a tableau, thrilling, well 
worthy the brush of a painter.” The 
hideously-painted faces. of the Indians, 
scowling with rage; their blazing, eager 
eyes reflecting the spirit of impatience 
which swayed their savage souls: the 
hardy, faithful ponies cropping at the 
scant grass which had pierced the 
sand; the lieutenant standing as im- 
movable as a rock, his face betraying 
no trace of excitement, calmly, silently 
gazing at the ground, carefully weigh- 
ing the responsibilities resting upon 
him—all went to make up a picture so 
intensely thrilling that the mind can 
scarcely grasp its wild features. 

When the lleutenant spoke, he dia 
so quietly and calmly. There was a 
light in his eyes which. boded no good 
to the pursued, but his voice betrayed 
not the least excitement. He said: 

. Many years I have been wit 
you--have been one ot you. We — 
often met the enemy in unequal num- 
bers, but we have never been defeated. 
In all the battles in which I have led 
you, you have never deserted me. 
Should I desert you now? I know that 1 
will be censured, perhaps punished, 
but those Yanktons shall never harm 
your people. I will lead you against 
them as I would against a hostile band, 
and on me will rest all the responsibil. 
ity. We go now as Pawnee Indians, 
not as United States scouts, and go te 
fight for our people.

Methods of Protecting the Great 
Mails Against Thieves. 


The Successful Use of the De- 
coy Letter, 


— 


Remarkable Case Where a Gang of 
Mail-box Thieves Operated All 
Over the Country—Emptied 
Boxes with False Keys.

Most elaborate precautions are ta- 
ken in the New York postoffice to pre 
vent clerks and employés from ‘robbing 
the enormous malls which are handled 
there daily. Nine ftspectérs are con- 
stantly on duty under direction of 
‘Chief Inspector Ashe. These inspect- 
ors are on the watch night and da) 
for any depredations, and so perfect 
is the system of surveillance that very 
few cases of theft occur in the office 
‘itself from one year’s end to another. 

The clerks who sort the mails have 


| Places around a large table at the head 


of which is the head clerk, who is con- 
stantly observing them. And each clerk 
when he enters upon his duties re- 
ceives specific, Instructions to keep

sharp watch upon each of his fellow- 
clerks. This makes the clerks mutu- 
ally suspicious of each other, and gives 
them in a way the efficiency of regu- 
lar detectives. 

One of the few cases of recent oc- 
currence where money has been stolen 
in the New York postoffice happened 
in March, 1895, when a clerk named 
Lagan was detected in secreting let- 
ters. It was his duty to distribute the 
letters into boxes and as he did this 
rapidly, he managed to throw about 
dne out of five inside his vest which 
Was really a large pouch open at the 
top. Was sentenced to three 
years in prison. | 

It is not generally known that all the 
mail-boxes in New York City and in- 
deed in other cities may be opened by 
one key, that is, each city has a key. 
which will open all its mail-boxes, al 
though the different cities have differ. 
ent keys. This fact has been long 
known to thieves who have taken ad- 
vantage of it to get possession of mail-

Every letter would be opened, 
elther by steaming the envelope or 
with a penknife, and if found to oon 
tain nothing valuable,would be resealed 
and mailed again, so as to lesesn the 
chances of suspicion, Of course, money 
and all arfibles of value were retained, 
and a great quantity of checks were 
obtained in this way, the latter being 
in many instances raised“ or altered“ 
so that the conspirators were able to 
realize large sums on them. 

For months these operations were 
carried on successfully in many cities, 
the gang going through the country 
and making their appearance here or 
there with*the regularity of a theatri 
cal company. The losses finally be 
came so extensive and complaints 80 
numerous that Chie? Inspector Wheeler 
took the matter in hand, and detailed 
four of the most skillful inspéctors in 
the service, Inspector Jacobs of New 
York, Inspector of Washing 
ton, Inspector Williams of St. Louie 
and Inspector Holmes of Cincinnati to 
take charge of the case. These men 
worked all through the summer of 1891, 
following various clews, and finally lo- 
pated the ‘thieves in Denver. From 
there they followed them to 
Tex., thence to New Orleans and 80 
on East, finally capturing three of them 
in Atlanta. 
The three men were confined on sus 
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dence against them was not vet suffic- 
cient for sure conviction; Inspector 
Jacobs. allowed himself to be arrested 
as a counterfeiter, and ‘was placed in

tiary, while his accomplices were sen- 
tenced from ten to fifteen years. . 
TRACING THE THEFT.. 
As it is almost impossible to take 
postoffice thieves in the act of robbing 
the mails, the inspertors have to rely 
upon ruse in discovering. the guilty 
clerk or employé. One of the most com- 
mon and successful devices is that of 
the test letter, a trap in which many 
light-fing. red employés have been taken. 
For instance, in the New York postoffice 
as soon as a complaint is made, Chief 
Inspector Ashe details one or two of 
his inspectors to investigate the case. 
After weeks, sometimes months, of sur- 
veillance, the question of guilt is nar- 
rowed down to two or three men, upon 
whom the decoy letter or package is 
then tried. This test letter is cun- 
ningly prepared so as to awaken temp- 
tation, its contents being chosen so as 
to be similar in character to the articles 
or objects that have been stolen. For 
Instance, if the complaints have been 
in regard to small pieces of jewelry 
such as are often sent through the mail, 
the test letter will contain a '-pin 
or a pair of sleeve buttons enclosed in 
such a way that they can be plainly 
felt by any one handling the letter. 
And if money has been stolen, then 
the letter is prepared with bank-notes 
wrapped in thin paper, so that they 
can be readily seen on holding the 
letter up to the light. Whatever is in- 
closed in the letter, is marked in such 
a why that it may be esaily identified 
afterward. 
Thus prepared, the test letter is: 
mailed in the district from which came

the following manner, which Dr. Wil- 
liam T. Morton of New York first in- 
vented, and which he has used with 
great success. 

A MORTON TUBE. 


First procure a glass bulb in which 
a vacuum has been attained of the 
highest degree possible. This bulb 
should be about seven inches long and 
four inches in diameter. Then buy a 
small amount of aluminum foil, say 10 
cents worth. This foil is not an easy

William, Matthews. 


William Matthews, whose death on 
April 15 we announced last week, was 
probably the best and best-known au- 
thority on bookbinding in this country. 
He was born itn Aberdeen, Scotland, 
March 29, 1822, and served his appren- 
ticeship in London, where he was em- 
ployed in one of the largest binderies 
at the time of the great strike in 1541, 
which destroyed Englanis supremacy 
in the art and trade and transferred 
it to France. Mr. Matthevs remained 
faithful to his employers. the conse- 
quence being that he was transferred 
from one department to another as the 
@xigencies of the occasion demanded, 
gaining thereby a thorough knowledge 
of every detail of the craft. In ]*ecem- 
ber, 1843, Mr. Matthews came to New 
York, and established a bindery of his 
own in 1846. At the exhibition of 1854 in 
this city, his work won first .prize. In 
the same year began his connection with 
the house of D. Appleton & Co., which 
lasted, as stated last week, until 1290. 

In his veneration for, and knowledge 
of, his craft, Mr. Matthews resembled 
the guild masters of mediaeval times. 
He was an authority on the history of 
bookbinding; as well as on its practical 
and artistic aspects, and specimens of 
his work are among the treasures in 
many a private library. He wrote con- 
stantly on the subject in periodical pub- 
lications, and bis book thereon was pub- 
lished by the Grolier Club, of which he 
was one of the earliest members. He 
believed in soberness of decoration, be- 
fitting that which was case or cover, 
but through that very fact attained ex- 
quisite effects. He leaves a widow, 
three daughters and two sons—William, 
the head of the bindery of the Ameri- 
‘can Book Company, and Alfred, the 
head of the bindery of the Appleton 
Manufacturing Company. For many 
years Mr. Matthews was senior warden 
of St. Paul's Episcopal Church in Flat- 
bush, and a prominent member of the 
Church Charity Foundation Society of 
Long Island. He was an originator and 
for six years the president of the Flat- 
bush Waterworks Company, a founder 
of the Midwood Club, and a member of 
the Hamilton Club. He was conspicu- 
ous in the life of Flatbush and Brook- 
lyn as a public-spirited and active citi- 


zen. 

His death was caused by internal in- 
juries received some three months ago, 
when he was run down by a bicyclist 
and heavily thrown.

(Literary Digest:) It is now pretty 
generally admitted that Stephen Crane 
is a “gemius.” Elbert Hubbard, writing 
ing for the Lotos, declares that he is 
such, and says that if pushed for a 
definition he would say that genius is 
only woman's intuition carried one step 
farther; that the genius knows because 
he -knows, and if you should ask the 
genius whence comes this power, he 
would answer you (if he knew) in the 
words of Cassius: “My mother gave it 
me.“ Mr. Hubbard asserts that every 
genius has had a splendid mother, and 
avers that he could name a dozen great 
men who were ushered into this life un- 
der about the following conditions: A 
finely organized, receptive, aspiring wo- 
man is thrown by fate into an unkind 
environment. She thirsts for knowledge, 
for music, for beauty, for sympathy, 
for attainment. She has a heart-hun- 
ger that none about her understand; 
perhaps even her husband does not 
comprehend: She prays to God, but the 
heavens are as brass. A child is born 
to her. This child is heir to all of his 
mother’s spiritual desires, but he de- 
velops a man’s strength and breaks the 
fetters that held her fast. The woman's 
prayer is answered.“ God heard her 
after all.

He neither exaggerates nor comes 
tardy off. The psychologists tell us 
that a man cannot fully comprehend a 
condition that he has never experi- 
enced. But theosophy explains the 
transcendent wisdom of genius by say- 
ing that in former incarnations the man 
passed through these experiences. 
Emerson says: We are bathed in an 
ocean of intelligence, and under right 
conditions the soul knows all things.’ 
These things may be true, but the es- 
sence of Crane’s masterly delineation 
is that he is able to project himself 
into the condition of others. He does 
not describe men and women—he is 
that man. He loses his identity, for- 
gets self, abandons his own conscious- 
ness, and is for the moment an indi- 
vidual who speaks. And whether this 
individual is man, woman or child, 
makes no difference. Sex, age, condi- 
tion, weigh not in the scale.” 

Mr. Hubbard notes that during the 
latter half of the year 1895 no writing- 
man America was so thoroughly 
hooted and so well abused as Stephen 
Crane.

(Literary Digest); We are téld that 
Miss Wilkins no has so many en- 
gagements to write that she will accept 
no more for the present, but that with 
all her fame and her increasing for- 
tune she preserves a wonderful modesty 
— simplicity of manner. To quote 
ag 


n: 
“The majority of those who live near 
her and know her by sight, display the 
greatest astonishment as they speak of 
her fame. They do not seem to un- 
derstand how the little dramas, full 
of situations, characters, and words 
so, familiar to them, could have given 
the writer such a high place in the lit- 
erary world. Every newspaper utter- 
ance in regard to her is greeted with 
the same words of surprise. Their as- 


tonishmnet knew no bounds when’ she 
wrote prize detective story, and 
they afte’ amazed when they hear a 


stranger from distant parts inquire if 
Randolph is not the home of Mary E. 
Wilkins. It is only very recently that 
they commenced to point her out on 
streets to visiting friends. 

“Miss Wilkins does not court noto- 
riety. She is very retiring and modest, 
and says that an interviewer is a 
bete noir to her. She has always been 
averse to having anything of a per- 
sonal or opinignative nature appear in 
print. She says that in regard to most 
subjects broached by interviewers. her 
opinions are not sufficiently formulated 
to allow of expression. Even close 
friends have been refused ‘personal 
talks’ for publication. She does not 
think that letting the world know her 
idea of the new woman, or the name 
of her favorite flower, book or hero, will 
make the world wiser. She is always 
hospitable to writers who call upon her, 
and in an impersonal way will give 
them every assistance.” 


The Poet According to Zangwill. 


(I. Zangwill on “The Limitations of 
Inspiration,” in the Critic:) It is one 
of the pleasures of my life that I never 
saw Tennyson. Hence I am still able 
to think of him as a poet, for even his 
photograph is not disillusionizing, and 
he dressed for the part almost as well. 
as Beerbohm Tree would have done. 
Why one’s idea of a poet is a fine, fren- 
zied being, I do not quite know. One 
seems to pick it up in the very nur- 
Ssery, and even the London gamin 
knows a poet when he doesn’t see one. 
Probably it rests upon the ancient tra- 
dition of oracles and sibyls, foaming 
at the mouth like champagne bottles. 
Inspiration: meant originally demoniac 
possession, and to ‘modern thought’ 
prophecy and poetry are both epileptic. 
‘Genius is a degenerative psychosis of 
the epileptoid order.’ A large expe- 
rience of poets has convinced me as 
little of this as of the old view summed 
up in genius irritabile vatum.’ Poets 
seem to me the homeliest and most 
hard-working of mankind—it is a man 
in possession, not a daimon nor a dis- 
ease. Of course they have their mad 
moods, but they don’t write in them. 
Writing demands serenity, steadiness, 
patience; and of all kinds of writing, 
poetry demands the steadiest pen. Com- 
plex meters and curious rimeschemes 
are not to be achieved without pain 
and patience. Prose is a path, but 
poetry is a tight-rope, and to walk on 
it demands the nicest dexterity. You 
may scribble off prose in the fleriest 
frenzy—who so flery and frenzied as 
your journalist with the printer’s devil 
at his elbow ?—but if you would aspire 
to Parnassus, you must go slow and 
steady. 


” A Lady of Quality.” 

In this, her latest novel, Mrs. Frances | 
Hodgson Burnett has given us the story | 
of an eighteenth-century woman placed 
under strange conditions—one who | 
learns what love and unselfishness 
mean only after a bitter experience of 
sin and its punishment. Clorinda is the 
motherless daughter of a drinking, 
hunting English father of the Squire 
Western type, a brutal, foul-mouthed 
fellow who hates his Gaughters because 
he has no son, refuses even to see them, 
and allows Clorinda to be brought up 
by grooms and servants until she be- 
comes as passionate, wilful and foul- 
mouthed as himself. Discovering this 
by chance, the father takes a fancy to 
his daughter, makes her a ki of boon 
companion, dresses her in y's clothes, 
takes her to the hunting. fleld, and, in 
short, does all he can to ruin her char- 
acter. At the age of fifteen she aban- 
dons boy’s attire and becomes. a superb 
beauty and coquette. Proud of her 
power over men, she yet falls a victim 
to a villain, conceals her sin, Marries a 
noble elderly man, to whom she is 
faithful, and after his death meets an 
ideal man of her age and learns what 
true love is. Meanwhile, the villain of 
her early life (who then refused to 
marry her) pursues her with threats of 

xposure. In a moment of rage she 
dirikes him with a heavy Whip and kills 
him. She conceals his body in the cellar 
of her house, marries the man of her 
choice, and lives a life of repentance, 
charity and humility. “Having so sum- 
marized the points ot the story, the Out- 
look, whose expression in this case may 
be taken as a fair composite of critical 
opinion, says: 

“The story in itself has strong dra- 
matic possibilities. In its treatment we 
do not think that Mrs. Burnett is at her 
best. In reproducing the eighteenth- 
century atmosphere she is not at home. 
The unqualified somberness of the Story 
is not in keeping with the bent of her 
genius. The charactefs have not an 
air of naturalness. The whole tone of 
the story is too intense not to become 
strained. The diction is often stilted, 
and one feels that there is too much 
repetition of the superlative in describ- 
ing the wondrous beauty and power ot 
Clorinda. No one can den the original- 
ity of the plot and the strength of the 
situations; but from the Uterary point 
of view there is exaggeration.”

The killing would 
not be so hard to give on the stage, but 
the kicking would be rather difficult to 
do with dignity. . 

It is announced from London that 
Robert Buchanan’s venture as his own 
publisher prospers.

It Tells the Value of Different 
Foods as Fuel. 


Subjects are Incarcerated in an Air- 
Jicht Compartment to Deter- 
mine the Effect of Different 
Foods on the Body. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

The reader, if he be old enough, will 
recall that many years ago the unscien- 
tific public breakfasted one morning 
over the rather startling announcement 
that no particle of energy expended in 
this or surrounding worlds is ever lost, 
but that all the work done, all the trains 
hauled, all the coal burned, all the 
wonders accomplished by steam, meant 
simply the transformation of energy 
from one fgrm into another in perfectly 
determinate quantities. The men of 
acience who put forth this dogma even 


went so far as to show that so small |. 


a matter as the mechanical or chemical 
effect of making a cigar could be meas- 
ured, and a candle flame might have 
its infinitesimal effect upon the most 
distant shores of space. 

This, in a very rough way, is what 
afterward came to be known as the- 
doctrine of the conservation of energy. 
And because men eminent in the scien- | 
tific world said that this doctrine was 
true, the rest of mankind accepted it 
as a matter of course, although not 
really apprehending how much was con- 
tained in it. hen is was said that a 
pound of coal burned in an engine was 
converted into exactly measurable 
quantities of heat and refuse, that was 
well enough. But no one went so far 
as to say that a und of food taken 
into the human y was converted 
into an exactly equivalent quantity of 
heat and work. Though a professor of 
science is as fond of a paradox as any 
other well-bred man, this latter seemed 
going rather too far. 


THE MAN IN THE BOX. 


Nevertheless, it is just this fact 
which a corps of investigators at Wes- 
leyan University, in Middletown, Conn., 
aided by the national government, is 
attempting to establish. When, sev- 
eral weeks ago, the newspapers reported 
that at a Connecticut college a young 
man had been sealed up in an air-tight 
box for ten days at a time for the pur- 
pose of testing the effects of various 
foods, doubtless the reader, as well as 
the writer, attached but little import- 
a@nce to the matter. It was odd and 
curious to test foods in such a fashion 
as this, but there were countless other 
odd and curious things in the dispatches 
of the same day. And somehow the 
telegraph reports failed to make clear 
the very remarkable character of the 

riments which were under way. 

he experiments upon the man in the 
air-tight compartment were to demon- 
Strate that the theory ofthe conserva- 
tion of energy applies to the organic 
or living world just as it does to the in- 
Organic or lifeless world, and that it 
applies so definitely and precisely that 
it will be of immense practical use to 
man in indicating the sort of foods 
which he ought to eat in order to get 
the best results from that wonderful 
machine, his body. 

The experiments at Wesleyan Uni- 
Wersity are carried on in conjunction 
with the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, and the Storrs Experi- 
ment Station. The work is in charge 
of Prof. W. O. Atwater, professor of 
chemistry at Wesleyan, and director 
of the Storrs Experiment Station, and 
Prof. Edward B. Rosa, who holds the 
chair of physics at the college. As 
stated by Prof. Rosa, the tests have 
this purpose: 

“Sir William Thompson, now Lord 
‘Kehvin, Joule and other eminent physi- 
cists, won a large part of their fame in 
establishing the principle of the con- 
servation of energy for any machine 
or system of machines. They used in- 
animate bodies solely. The same prin- 
ciple, as applied to an animal, has 
never yet been tested, and yet it is of 
enormous importance. We look upon 
the food a man eats as so much fuel. 
When digested and oxidized in his sys- 
tem it gives out energy. of this 
is turned into mechamical energy, just 
as the steam engine converts heat en- 
ergy into work. Part is radiated away 
as heat. We analyze the food a man 
takes. burn samples in a special calo- 
rimeter to determine the potential en- 
e of the food, and then, with our 
gubject inclosed where all his heat 
may be measured, and his work esti- 
mated, we can sum up all the energy 
absorbed, and balance it against that 
given out.” 

To do this latter was not an easy mat- 
ter. It required the construction of one 
of the most complicated and delicate 
machines imaginable. It is known as a 
respiration calorimeter. It is the only 
one of its kind in existence, and is the 
invention of Prof. Rosa. That is to say, 
itis an instrument for measuring heat, 
and in particular the heat of the human 
body, and what the human body con- 
gumes and gives off. 

As you look at this machine as it 
stands in the basement of the Wesleyan 
laboratory, it seems plain and simple

THE MECHANICAL EFFICIENCY 
OF THE HUMAN BODY.) 

But this is anticipating. Primarily 
the calorimeter is designed to show 
that a pound of food burned in the hu- 
man body gives.out the same amount 
of energy as though that food were 

en and burned in a furnace. And 
eventually Prof. Rosa hopes to be able 
to express, in figures, the mechanical 
efficiency of the human body, just as 
— now done in the case of the steam en- 
gine. 

What he means is this: In the 
of a pound of coal burned in an engin€, 
part is converted into cinders, part is 
given off as useless heat, and part is 


‘| converted into actual energy or work. 


Now, in the case of the engine, these 
parts are expressible in set terms. For 
example, we say that in a fine triple- 
expansion engine it is possible to con- 
vert something Hike 15 per cent. of the 
total potential energy of the coal con- 
sumed therein into work. And what 
Prof. Rosa hopes to find out is what 
percentage the human body realizes as 
mechanical work out of the potential 
energy of the food which it takes in 
and digests. 

This is the scientific statement of the 
matter. To myself I put it this wise, 
that this professor is trying to find out 
how much of the nutriment in a pound 
of beef is actually made use of by the 
human body and converted into the 
energy that keeps you warm, and en- 
ables you to attend to business, read 
your newspaper or ride your bicycle, 
The practical or human interest that 
lies in all this to the layman, who is 
not interested in the abstract prin- 
ciples of science, is that one of these 
days we shall know just what kind of 
food will enable us to do the most work 
for the least money, and, incidentally, 
the class of foods that it is well to let 
alone.

structed this air-tight box of copper 
and zinc and wood, with all its vurted 
and delicate appliances, and into this 
box they put a—victim, I was going to 
call him—subject, I should say- seal 
him up, and then proceed to measure 
and weigh everything he does and ev- 
erything he eats. Take the air he 
breathes. It is drawn from the out- 
side atmosphere down through a cool- 
ing apparatus, which reduces its tem- 
perature to about 20 deg. beiow freez- 
ing point, thus making it almost per- 
fectly dry. Drawn through the box 
and breathed by the subject, this air 
takes up all the moisture given off 
from the skin and lungs. This air is 
again drawn through a cooler, which 
reduces it to the same temperature as 
before, thus extracting the water it 
absorbed, which may then be meas- 
ured. Do you think this is a sn.all 
matter? Are you aware, pray, that 
merely In breathing you throw cut cf 
your lungs something like two pounds 
of water every day? 

THE EMOTIONS REGISTERED. 

Chemical analysis determines the 

amount ot carbonic acid gas which the 
subject gives off in breathing, and also 
the residual moisture not àeposited in 
the freezers, and the quantity of heat 
given off from the skin is the scheme 
to measure things of the person un- 
der investigation. This is done simply 
by passing a stream of cold water at 
a known ‘temperature through a series 
of copper boxes contained in the cham- 
ber and then out past a second ther- 
mometer, which registers the change 
of temperature. The air driven in is 
kept at the same temperature as that 
coming out, and the inner and cuter 
walls of the chamber are kept at an 
almost perfectly constant temperature; 
hence it follows that this stream of wa- 
ter will absorb all the heat given cff 
by the subject, and so perfectly devel- 
oped is this device that it is already 
possible to measure, with considerable 
exactness, the difference between the 
heat expended when the patient is per- 
fectly still and when he is in motion. 
In the case of a Swede, who was 
among the first subjects confined in 
the box, it was possible to crudely 
measure the effects of his emotion at 
being released. He had been in for 
five days, and the mere pleasure and 
satisfaction expressed by his bodily 
state was indicated in the wondeiful 
line of light which serves as the needle 
to the galvanometer attached to the 
machine. 
So far the tests which have been go- 
ing on for several months have been 
directed simply to perfecting the ap- 
paratus, and to making a logg series of 
trials as to the subject’s condition dur- 
ing the various stages of his confine- 
ment. The practical food tests are yet 
to come. Later it is proposed to in- 
stall within the box a bicycle, which 
has been made into a disc dynamo, and 
set the patient at work driving the bi- 
cycle dynamo. With perfectly pure, 
fresh air, and nothing else to do, it 
will be possible to measure to a very 
fine point the effect upon the patient 
of various diets. Thus these experi- 
menters will attémpt to express in 
terms of electrical units, or even in 
foot-pounds, the amount of work which 
a given subject will be able to do on 
a diet of rump st 
and then of various diets mixed. 

It is thus that this machine will sup- 
plement the extended researches which 
our Department of Agriculture, under 
the direction of Dr. Atwater, has been 
making as to the nutritive value of 
various foods. The point of the mat- 
ter is this: A chemist, in his labora- 
tory, may take a piece of sirloin steak 
or a glass of milk, or a loaf of bread. 
and tell you just how much protein and 
carbo-hydrates and other scientifically- 
named materials these different articles 
contain. He may then analyze the mus- 
cles of the human body, and find out 
their composition, and the especial in- 
gredients which go to their making. 
And then, if he puts these investigations 
together, he may have an admirable 
theory as to just what foods are best 
adapted for making muscle and brains, 
and keeping the body warm. But it 
will be only a theory, whose value 
must be practically tested. 

It is just this test which will be mad 
in the calorimeter at Middletown. Then 
the amounts and composition of the 
excreta, solid, liquid and gaseous; the 
potential energy of the materials taken 
into the body and given off from it; the 
quantity of heat radiated from the 
body, and the mechanical equivalent 
of the muscular work . done—perhaps 
eventually of the brain work as well— 
allthese may be measured and recorded. 
It follows that with such a cordon 
of available data it will be possible 
to accurately test the effect of various 
foods, and thus find the last term in the 
analysis of food values. 

IN ITS PRACTICAL APPLICATION. 

Put in more practical terms, the 
meaning of all this is that it will per- 
haps be possible for the next genera- 
tion to sit down and make up a scien- 
tific schedule of what it shall eat for 
breakfast, lunch and dinner, with an 
absolute accurate knowledge of the 
heat and energy giving value of every 
article of food put upon the table, and 
of the exact food requirements of the 
human body for every kind of activity 
or effort. The cook of the future can 
make up his menu with as much ac- 
curacy and precision, let us say, as 
does a dresamaker who takes the meas- 
ure of a figure, computes the amount of 
cloth required, the desirable colors of 
the material and its warmth, and what 
is still more to the point, its wearing 
value and its worth. 

You will readily perceive from all 
this that the Wesleyan calorimeter 
means a distinct and practical addition 
to the sum of human knowledge. Profs. 
Atwater and Rosa have been develop-

ments have cost many thousands of 
dollars. When it is remembered that

WEEDED IMPROVEMENTS. 


Pestofice Attaches Hoping for Eu- 
larged Quarters. 

Some time ago the Postoffice Depart- 
ment at Washington authorized the 
employment at the Los Angeles office 
of two additional clerks for a short 
period ending May 1. John D. Spence 
and J. A. McDougal were appointed 
as temporary clerks and assisted ma- 
terlally in lightening the work of the 
office. Application was recently made 
by Postmaster Mathews to the depart- 
ment that these extra men be permit- 
ted to remain until July 1, and this 
has been granted. Another applica- 
tion has also been made by the post- 
master for the reorganization of the 
office. This, it is thought, will re- 
ceive favorable consideration, in which 
case the actual needs of the office 
may be ascertained by the regularly 
authorized inspectors of the govern- 
ment and a report filed in time for ac- 
tion before July 1. 

In the bill now before Congress $12,- 
000 is sought to be appropriated for 
the improvement of the Los Angeles 
office. Senator White introduced the 
matter and Congressman McLachlan 
will look after the item in the House, 
The entirely reasonable demand it 
thought will receive the sanction 
both bodies in Congress.

Illustrating their ignorance regarding 
California, it is said they were laboring 
under the impression that Sacramento 
was located in the southern part of the 
State, and that the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce was the name 
of the commercial body of Sac- 
ramento. In some way, they had 
inveigled this New Yorker into 
advancing money on their scheme, and 
his sole hope of getting it back lies in 
securing aid from the people of this 
State. Should they consent to make 
the exhibition, these young men of 
New York would be in charge, assess 
exhibitors for space, and visitors 25 
cents a head for admission.

that it taxes the ability of any one but 
an expert: to keep track of them. 
Scarcely a week now passes without 
the announcement of some new and 
marvelous adaptation of this subtle 
force of nature, that would have been 
considered little less than a miracle 
even as recently as twenty years ago, 
but is now received by the public as a 
matter of course, so accustomed have 
we become to the wonderful. On Mon- 
day there will open in New York an 
exposition of electrical appliances on a 
large scale, which promises to eclipse 
anything of the kind that has yet been 
seen.

The greatest distance over 
which the current is transmitted in 
Europe is 110 miles, This test is spe- 
cially interesting to us in Los Angeles 
just now, on account of the fact that 
an enterprise is under way for the 
transmission of power to this city from 
the Kern River. 

Not only will power be brought from 

the great cataract, but there will be a 

/ still more remarkable feature, which 

will appeal strikingly to the average 

visitor. Arrangements will be made 

for the telephonic transmission of the 

roar made by the constant fall of thou- 

Sands of tons of water at Niagara, and 

by the aid of sound multipliers it is be- 

lieved that the noise made by the great 

waterfall will be almost as distinctly 

heard by visitors in the exposition 

building at New York as by those who 

stand near the brink of the fall. 

The current of Niagara will not only 

operate a model at the exposition, but 

it will be used o¢casipnally to illumin- 

ate the Statue of Liberty in New York 

Harbor, to light up a number of large 

buildings in the city, and to work gov- 

ernment signals from a mammoth bal-. 
loon that will float high above the ex- 

position building.

The latest report issued by the Pas- 
teur Institute in Paris shows many 
gratifying results. In the year 1895 1520 
persons suffering from rabies or in- 
cipient rabies were. inoculated, and 
only two died.

TIE X RAYS 


Score a Magnificent Victory 
in Los Angeles. 


The Practical Benefits to be Derived 
from This Electro-Surgical Inven- 
tion Are Amply Demonstrated 
in Two Very Interest- 


The Reporter Who Witnessed These 
Highly Important Demonstrations 
Gathered the Following Par- 
ticulars for the Readers of 
This Paper.

A Big Explosion. 


“During the fall of 94. James McCormick 
was foreman of a ‘harvesting gang in John- 
son county, Mo. Just before quitting-time on 
the afternoon of October 6 the big boiler of 
the traction engine exploded with terrific 
force, injuring every man in the gang.“ Mr. 
McCormick was thrown to ground and 
— from a deep wound in the left shoul- 

er. 

This wound was dressed by the attending 
surgeon and took many months to heal. Long 
after the wound had healed a constant pain 
remained in the upper part of the left arm 
and this pain became so serious that Mr. Me- 
Cormick sought the advice of several promi- 
nent surgeons in St. Louis, Mo. 

It was a puzzling case and was called neu- 
ralgia, rheumatism, etc., by the surgeons 
consulted, Mr. McCormick came to California 
a year ago and became interested in the local 
oil fields. His arm was a source of great suf- 
fering to him, and last month he decided to 
consult the leading surgeons of Los Angeles. 
From a careful history of the case and thor- 
ough examination of the arm, it was decided 
that a fragment of boiler iron had made 
old wound in the shoulder and that it had also 
lodged in the deep structures of the arm, 
where it was creating all the pain and suffer- 
ing. 

Here was a ripe opportunity for the X-rays 
and ‘negotiations were immediately begun 
toward securing a supply of Crookes tubes. 

Everything was ready for the tfial last 
Thursday morning, and with the bright sun- 
light properly subdued three exposures were 
made. The public has only a vague under- 
standing of the methods of using these Roent- 
gen rays. The method used in this demon- 
stration was a double induction coil with sen- 
sitized plates on the opposite side of the arm. 
The X-rays were passed through the arm by 
a fifteen-minute exposure in each case, and 
the plates then developd. All three plates re- 
vealed identical images of a smal! irregular 
body lying close to the bone of the arm and 
situated more than ten inches from the orig- 
inal wound. 4 

What was this foreign body so clearly de- 
fined by the Roentgen rays? we asked, and 
the surgeons replied that it was a piece of 
botler iron that had made the original shoul- 
der wound and lodged in this situation, prob- 
ably lying against and pressing upon the mus- 
culo-spinal nerve and thus causing all these 
years of pain. The patient was prepared, an 
Janaesthetic given, and the surgeons, using 
pone of the photographic plates as a guide, cut 
down upon the foreign substance. After a lit- 
tle careful dissection the metallic body was 
reached and quickly removed from its cap- 
sule. It proved on examination to be a broken 


one-half inch wide, and weighing ninety-six 
grains. 

The operation was quickly completed and 
every one present felt Uke saying, Hurrah! 
for Dr. Roentgen and his X-rays, and hurrah! 
for the English and German Expert Special- 
ists who performed this skiliful work. 

The patient was up and about the next day 
and assured us that he did not feel a vestige 
of the old pain. * 


Locating Gall Stones. 


Mrs. Margaret Twombly of Prospect Park 
has been a great sufferer for years from 
sharp, colicky pains in thé region of the liver. 
On several occasions her entire body has be- 
come a bright saffron hue and she became 
greatly debilitated. ae 

She had taken medicine for the.last twelve 
years, but had obtained no relief. On consult- 
ing the English and German Expert Special- 
ists, a careful examination was made, but ow- 
ing to a greatly enlarged liver the gall blad- 
der could not be palpated. It wag decided to 
resort to the X-rays, in hopes that a eorrect 
*diagnosis might be made. 

On Friday last at 10 a.m. Mrs. Twombly 
was prepared for the operation and five. ex- 
posures taken, each lasting about twenty min- 
utes. On developing the plates, two of them 
revealed an irregular opacity, but the last 
three plates revealed a distinct image of eight 
large gall stones, closely grouped together, 
with faint shadow lines marking the outlines 
of the liv@mi ribs and gall bladder. 

This demonstration was hailed as the crown- 
ing triumph of the. Roentgen rays, for it has

superficial territory could be portrayed by 
these rays. 

Mrs. Twombly will be operated on next week 
and the gall stones removed, scoring another 
surgical victory for these eminent specialists 
and the X-rays.

BANK CLEARINGS. The clear- 
ances of the Los Angeles banks for the 
past week amounted to $1,300,094, as 
compared with $1,235,243 for the cor- 
responding week of the previous year, 

The Investor has the following in re- 
gard to a movement that is now under 
way in the East for the purpose of se- 
curing a uniform system of bank clear- 
ings, to the desirability of which refer- 
ence has frequently been called in this 
column: 

“There was a meeting of Group. Nine 
of the New York Clearing-house Asso- 
ciation in that city on April 18 to dis- 
cuss bank clearing-houses, their meth- 
ods, and their place and influences in 
the system of finance. Among the in- 
vited guests present were George Rip- 
ley, the president of the Boston Clear- 
ing-house and of the Hide and Leather 
National Bank of Boston; James V. 
Watson, president of the Philadelphia 
Clearing-house and of the Consolida- 
tion National Bank of Philidelphia; 
Isaac G. Lombard, chairman of the 
Chicago Clearing-house and president 
of the National Bank of America of 
Chicago, and Charles C. Homer, repre- 
senting the Baltimore Clearing-house, 
These gentlemen explained the meth- 
ods and rules in force of the clearing- 
houses which they represent. and 
showed that all the institutions are 


New York Clearing-house, the rules 
being slightly altered to meet the re- 
quirements of the different localities. 
Ex-Controller Hepburn presided over 
the meeting and the principal subject 
discussed was the nécessity for a uni- 
form system of bank clearings, a mat- 
ter which has been the topic of several 
articles in previous issues of the In- 
vestor. 

“It is impossible from present returns 
to make just comparison of the bank 
clearings of different cities because in 
many cities the banks add the total, 
of the checks they send to the clearing- 
house to the checks they receive from 
it, thus doubling the totals. At the 
meeting, after listening to several 
speeches on the subject, the following 
resolution was adopted: 

“ “Whereas, there is at present con- 
siderable diversity in methods of re- 
porting the daily. exchanges by the 
various clearing-houses in the United 
States, and, whereas, the necessity of 
exact statistical data as a base of in- 
telligent discussion of the movements 
of trade as reflected through clearing- 
house agencies must be admitted: 

“Resolved, that we respectfully urge 
upon all clearing-houses the adoption of 
the method of reporting to the press and 
public the volume of exchange of their 
respective institutions which already 
obtains in the leading clearing-houses 
of the country, namely, of reporting 
only the amount of checks, etc., actu- 
ally brought to the clearing-house at 
the stated hours of exchange.’”

CEYLON TEAS. The increase in 
consumption of Ceylon teas has been 
very great during the past few years 
and it is now a leading competitor with 
teas from China and Japan. The 
growth of imports of tea from Ceylon 
and India into the United States has 
been very rapid during the past few 
years, but those imports are still small 
compared with the imports into Great 
Britain. On this subject the Commer- 
cial Bulletin has the following: 

“When some fifteen or ‘wenty years 
ago the coffee plants of Ceylon per 
ished through disease, the -English 
planters turned their attention to tea- 
growing. They went into it with all 
the energy and skiu of Occidental 
races. In China a tea garden.is on an 
average a quarter of an acre up. 
The English gardens in Ceylon and In- 
dia are from 200 acres to several thou- 
Sand acres each. They ar> equipped 
with great factories in which teas are 
rolled, graded, fired and sifted by ma- 
chinery. The following figures from 
the Canadian Grocer show how China 
is being beaten at her own game: 
‘From Ceylon thirteen years ago 1,000,- 
000 pounds were shipped; in 1895 98,- 
000,000, of which 78,000,000 were con- 
signed to England and 20,000,000 to 
other countries. Indian teas entered 
in Britain in 1874, 18,000,000; now 118,- 
000,000. In 1879 126,000,000 pounds of 
China teas were consumed in Great 
Britain; now the quantity is about 
26,000,000 pounds; Yet the total con- 
sumption of Britain is 80,000,000 more 
than in 1879.“ So much for Great Brit- 
ain, and now a great effort is being 
made to wrest the American market 
from China and Japan. The American 
palate will need some education. Cey- 
lon and India teas are much like Gun- 
powder and Engl breakfast teas— 
rich in color and y and most pro- 
noun in flavor.

sions daily. 

Many believe that the chief business 
of this branch of the Christian Church 
is opposition to the doctrine of eternal 
punishment. It was indeed the begin- 
ning of this contention with those who 
refused them fellowship because. they 
believed in “the final restitution of all 
souls.” But they have long since de- 
veloped a systematic theology, which 
has its root and center in the Univer- 
sal Fatherhood of God.” From this 
root has sprung, to them, the ‘‘Univer- 
sal brotherhood of man, the univer 
sal sonship of the race,” “the salvabil- 
ity of the whole family of mankind,” 
and an eternal order and wise economy 
that will not ultimately fail. 

Though a small denomination, they 
have already several millions of dollars 
in educational institutions under their 
fostering care. Their ministers speak 
clearly and frequently on the great re- 
forms that look to the improvement of 
the individual and society. The sermon 
in “The Times Pulpit” last Sunday, on 
“Burn your own smoke,” from Rev. Mr.
